Mayor Milton Stelnberger has. 
received a lease form from the 
State of California to be exe¬ 
cuted by the City of a 99-year 
lease of the double lot for a 
National Guard Armory. 

The lot v^hich has been ap¬ 
proved by the State is located 
on West Sierra Madre Blvd. be¬ 
tween the City Park and the 
Womans Clubhouse. It was pur¬ 
chased by the City for recrea¬ 
tional purposes as an annex to 
the present recreational area. 

If the City of Sierra Madre 
executes the lease, building of 
the $120,000 Armory will be 
started in the near future, ac¬ 
cording to Capt, S. M. Ullman 
of the National Guard. 

Inasmuch as the City will 
benefit by use of the building 
for public meetings, basketball, 
dancing, etc., the City probably 
will consider the lease of the 
lot as fulfilling the purpose for 
which it was purchased. 

The building will be for pub¬ 
lic use at all times except at 
such time when military func¬ 
tions are being performed by 
the local National Guard Com¬ 
pany or the Reserve Unit being 
organized under Capt. Arthur H. 
Embree. 

The architects plans provide 
for a huge gymnasium for drill¬ 
ing which may also be used for 
basketball and civic affairs, 
classrooms for smaller sessions, 
showers, caretaker’s quarters 
and gun rooms.

Chicanery has been charged. For the second time C. A. Vane 
has risen before the City Council with generalized but vehement 
accusations against "City Hall politicians." On May 27, in the 
course of opposing Councilman Barter’s proposal to increase water 
rates, Mr. Vane charged "political finagling" and said "half of the 
oroceeds from sale of water are used for political purposes in the 
City Hall." 

At Tuesday night’s Council meeting, in a mimeographed state¬ 
ment distributed amongst the audience, he said it again — with 
flourishes. 

The proposed new water ordinance, said he, will only "fatten 
the spending of the City Hall pay-rollers." He mentioned "grass¬ 
hopper expenditures above which the City Hall activities seldom 
rise," referred to "the corpse of our dying municipality," and in¬ 
sisted that no matter how much money the Water Department took 
in, "the City Hall will find a way to divert and engulf every dollar.." 
to use them for "purely political purposes." 

As you look over Mr. Vane's declamation, a certain elusiveness 
becomes evident. Just what is he charging? Graft? Embezzle¬ 
ment? Dishonest maneuvers or honest bungling?^ Whatever it is, 
who are the guilty men? Who are the "politicians?" What are 
the details of their "finagling?" We have been waiting for some 
of the city fathers, past or present, to ask these auestlons. They 
choose to remain silent. A veil of innuendo is flung across the 
face of the city, and no hand moves to pluck it off. 

Chicanery is charged, and the only answer is a shrug. "Oh 
well. Vane's always sounding off on something or other. Nobody 
pays any attention." But a shrug isn't good enough. Mr. Vane has 
made his statements in public. Many of the people who heard him 
were hearing him for the first time. They had nothing ^to judge 
him by except his appearance and his words. There was nothing about 
either so blatant as to necessarily discredit him. The people heard 
the prosecution. They must have expected some word from the 
defense. They got not a syllable. What must they think, as they 
go out into the night clutching their mimeographed statements? 
Does "silence give consent?" 

justified or not. Irresponsible or not. Vague, certainly. But 
charges have been made. The city administration, and the people 
who conduct it, have been put under a cloud. It is time the issue 
was faced, threshed out, and resolved.

But she is not sparing in her 
laughter — a deep chuckle 
that sounds through the house 
and garden all the day catch¬ 
ing and richly happy.

"Let Us Go With This Tide of Progress 
Writes Helen Narozny to Editor

Dear Sir: 

Your editorial in the Sierra Madre News of July 1st is both 
interesting and challenging. As a resident and property owner 
of Sierra Madre, 1 have for a long time desired to express my 
opinion regarding certain civic improvements which I feel are 
long over-due. I therefore appreciate this opportunity of accept¬ 
ing your invitation to express an opinion. 

As to whether we remain a horse and buggy hamlet, step up 
our tempo to something in between a hamlet and a jet propulsion 
metropolis (on a small scale), or concentrate our efforts on the 
last step is, of course, a matter of personal opinion. 

In any event, no business man prejudges an issue until the 
facts are first analyzed; so here are the facts as I, for one resi¬ 
dent, view them. 

First: The City of Sierra Madre Is blessed with a natural 
geographic scenic setting, tied in with a healthful and mild cli¬ 
mate. Its boundaries are limited in scope (Thank God) so let 
us keep these fundamental facts in mind in discussing its further 
assets and deficiencies. Since our boundary lines are limited, it 
is most difficult to conjure up any ideas of expanding into a jet 
propulsion program which some of our residents might foster. 

Second: For the same very good reason, as indicated in the 
preceding paragraph, it appears to me we are limited in any ideas 
we might hold toward becoming a small metropolis — so — we 
come back to where we originally started and that is a horse and 
buggy hamlet, and for the sake of argument, what Is wrong with 
a horse and buggy hamlet? Hamlets and cross roads made 
America what it is today, not the New Yorks, the Chicagos or 
even the Los Angeles. I will venture to wager that thousands 
of city dwellers, even in Los Angeles, would trade their souls any 
time to have a quiet home or retreat in Sierra Madre, away from 
the maddening herd and thrum-drum of so-called city life. Sure, 

Sierra Madre is a "hodge-podge” — anyone living here knows 
that, BUT, it does have individuality and character, even with its 
weed patches, lack of civic pride in keeping lots and property 
clean, houses painted and the maintenance of proper street trees, 
shrubs, flowers, etc. 

Third: I am not qualified to say what the City Planning 
Commission should or should not do in respect to the construction 
of future residences In Sierra Madre other than it seems to me 
some uniformity of price, construction and set backs in respective 
districts should be exercised. Certainly, at the present time there

board, asphalt tile, and many other materials not found in the 
older homes. 

Air-conditioning, fluore.scent and indirect lighting, Venetian 
blinds, vacuum cleaners, and automatic laundry equipment have 
all contributed their share to this great change. Moreover, the 
change will not stop where we find ourselves now, but will de¬ 
velop as time goes on according to our ideologies and living 
habits. 

The younger generation will push us along, trying to remold 
our old houses and towns to fit their modern ideas. If we hold 
back and refuse to compromise and co-operate with them, we 
will be left sadly behind. We need young folks of high character 
and quality who appreciate the quiet, natural beauty of our 
locale and we cannot afford to have them move to other places 
where they feel that they can grow and express themselves. 

So I say, let the young people place their homes according 
to their needs, without drastic restriction.s. Let them build high 
garden walls and hedges and live all over the lot, if they wish 
to do so. Make home-making as easy as possible for these young 
folks so that they can enjoy our mountains and fresh air and 
raise their families in an inspiring environment. 

Let us go with this tide of progress. We all know that bucking 
the current is disastrous. 

Footnote: 

Do you remember the first horseless carriages? Or are you 
given to cherishing some oil-lamp of ancient vintage that has 
been wired for an electric light? If you are, analyze your house¬ 
hold equipment to see how many anachronisms you are hang¬ 
ing on to.

appears to be a woeful lack of any definite program In this re¬ 
spect, nor do I think there has been any definite program in the 
past. 

Fourth: The subject in which I am definitely interested and 
on which I do feel qualified to speak my piece is the beautifica¬ 
tion of Sierra Madre. 

I have observed during the several years I have lived in 
Sierra Madre an almost complete lack of civic pride, both among 
the city authorities and many residents through their failure to 
capitalize on what Mother Nature has so amply endowed this 
city. Here we have every opportunity, from the standpoint of 
soil conditions and climate, to grow almost every conceivable 
flower, shrub and tree. Almost any resident of California knows 
how very easy it is to grow geraniums, petunias, nasturtiums, 
lantana and oleanders, just to mention a few free growing 
flowering plants and trees, yet, how very few of these plants and 
flowers do we see in riding around Sierra Madre, and especially 
along the principal boulevards. Anyone who has been In Santa 
Maria, California recently will readily understand what I mean 
In beautifying a small city. On the main street leading through 
Santa Maria can be seen entire vacant lots, street and parking 
areas given over to the growing of flowers, shrubs and trees, and 
each is sponsored by one of the various clubs, Chamber pf Com¬ 
merce, groups of professional business men, etc. There, also, 
one will see almost every home on the main street is nicely kept, 
painted, a variety of flowers and shrubs abounding, and above 
all, vacant lots and homes are free of debris and that run down 
appearance which very unfortunately characterizes some of our 
homes in Sierra Madre. Personally, I see no excuse whatsoever 
for the yard of any home to be cluttered up with weeds and 
debris, and what a wonderful difference even a few geraniums 
and lantana will make in the appearance of these homes, and 
with little or no cost to the owner or renter. It Is my further 
opinion that If the City Planning Commission, the Chamber of 
Commerce, the business clubs of Sierra Madre and your news¬ 
paper will sponsor such a program, I am sure that all of the 
residents of Sierra Madre would be glad to lend their entire sup¬ 
port, and that within a .short time Sierra Madre would be known 
far and wide as one of tl\e most beautiful small communities in 
Southern California. 

As you know, I made many personal protests to the develop¬ 
ers of the Hastings Ranch, as well as to the City of Pasadena, in 
an endeavor to get them to clean up Sierra Madre Boulevard in 
its western approach to the city, and thanks to the cooperation of 
your paper and to the local Boy Scouts, this was at long last 
accomplished, but unfortunately, with the exception of the dump 
on the south side of Sierra Madre Boulevard, this boulevard has 
reverted back to its original unkept and dirty appearance. 

I think so much of this idea that I would be very happy to 
give part of my time to any committee that might be set up for 
the purpose of this most important development to Sierra Madre. 
In conclusion, as a property owner, I for one want Sierra Madre 
to remain as it is, with the exceptions I have previously noted. I 
want no jet propulsion or even a limited change in the metro¬ 
politan aspect, because we can get plenty of the latter a little 
farther away from Sierra Madre. Quite frankly, should any such 
change take place. Sierra Madre loses me as a property owner.
